new claims 24 and 25 have been added. 

The communication from the Examiner dated August 22, 1997 states that the 
elected Species I (Figures 2 and 3) does not have the knife edge protrusion in the 
recess as stated in independent claim 1. 

Applicant notes that Figure 2 shows two contact members 24 with end portions 
34 that have cutting edges 46. This is more clearly shown in Figure 3. The end 
portion 34 of one contact member 24 is the electrical contact means in claim 1, and 
the cutting edge 46 of the other contact member 24 falls within the definition of the 
knife edge protrusion means set forth in claim 1. Applicant has amended claim 1 to 
remove the limitation that the knife edge protrusions are formed integrally with the 
body. Therefore claim 1 as amended, falls within the scope of Species I (Figures 2 and 



At this time Applicant again wishes to state that Applicant elects Species I, 
described by Figures 2 and 3, for initial examination. Claims 1 - 5, 7, 8, 10 - 14 and 
25 are readable thereon. Claims 1 - 5, 7 and 11-13 are generic as they read on all 
species presented. 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for the careful reading of the claims and for 
pointing out discrepancies. 
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The Examiner has also stated that independent claim 22 is directed to Species 
ure 11) which is a non-elected species. Applicant notes that in the Response of 
1997 Applicant did not indicate that claim 22 was elected or generic.
